China Syndicate, 
aud finally the Syndicate made arravgemenis 
with Messrs. J. & P. Higson of Manchester, the 
eminent firm of mining engineers, that they 
should send otit.to China their Mr, Ben, Rhodes, 
in ordor that he should make an expert examina- 
tion and report on the concession. Mr, Rhodes 
arrived in Chine in Oc tober Iast, and proceeded 
to Anhui to carefully exawine the property. 

On the 2nd December last he sent s cable to 
Messra, Higson of Manchester, in which 
Myr. [Rhodes uses the following words:— 
“ Tunglirg doposit iron ore; estimated amount 
of ore in aight 6,500,000, possibly not in sight 
3,500,000."" c+ : 

This valuablo concession comprises fifty 

square miles or 32,000 acres, and the- main 
mineral deposit is situated about three miles 
from the Yangtze River, not many miles above 
Wuhu, therefore about 290 miles up tho Yangtze 
River from Shanghai, .

A BILL TO HAMPER SHIPPING. 

The Commonwealth Government hax made 
another eoncossion, in the shape of thé Pederat 
Novigation Bill, to the Australiun Labour 
Party, writer the Globe's Sydney correspondent, 
It is a measure which, if carried, will not only 
soriously handicap Australian oversen trade, 
but, also exercise an adverse influence on 
Australian shi pments of produce by raising tho 
cost of freight and other expenses. For several 
yeurs past the various Australiun Seamen's 
Unions have been endeavouring to obtain a 
finger in tho control of Australian maritime 

affairs, and to obtain State control of rates of 
wiges, labour conditions, ete..in which they 
were partially xuecossful, ag regards Australian.
